&. Does the military answer apply to 0/PC? 


5+ Basec on the ansvers to No. 4, what should be the 
respective roles of headquarters and field with respect to 
intelligence of the detailed operational nature requirec? 


6. what procelurea should be instituted to achieve the 
Maximum permisgibie exchange of intelligence here in 
Washington? 


The first four questions would appear to be appropriate for cis- 
cussion in the "Representatives" group. The last two sapnot 

be cosipletely disposed of except in the Light of the ansvers tu 
the othere.
